The path of youth is ever beset with 
dangers. Now lurking for the unwary 
is a disease known as pyrrohea, which 
the National Dentists’ Association, in 
session at Birmingham, Als., has hung 
a ewarning tag on. Beware of kissing 
the bleached blonde, the association 
says. She may have pyrrohea.. She is, 
at least, more likely to have it than 
other women. 

Pyrrohea, according to dentists and 
physicians, is generally hereditary, but 
sometimes is the result of neglect of 
the teeth. A deposit cellects around 
the cervical margin or neck of the 
teeth, the gums become red and swollen 
and the teeth leosen and fall out if neg- 


| lected. 


Anyhow, one little’ kiss wil not -hurt 
a brunette if he kisses a blonde. That 
is the opinion of a dentist who has 
given considerable study te pyrrehea. 

Thoughts of Quaranntine. 

Consider the awful consequences if 
everyone should quarantine the blondes 
on account of pyrrohea.

Dr. E. J. Miller, who has had much 
experience in the treatment of pyrrheea, 
laughed when he wags asked if bleach- 
ing the hair tended to induce pyrrohea. 

Thinks He Is Ridiculous. 

“Hair is bleached py peroxide of hy- 
drogen, a 3-per-cent solution of that 
drug is used as an antiseptic mouth 
wash,” he said. “You may draw your 
own inferences. Besides putting perex- 
ide at the roots of the hair weuldn't 
reach down te the gums and the roots 
of the teeth, The statement that 
bleached blondes are dangerous as a 
kissing proposition is ridiculous, and I 
believe the statement grew out of a 
humorous -Tremark at the convention,’ if 
it was made at all.

IS. DISSOLUTION SUIT 





Krum Says Terminal Has. 
Taken Many Manufacturing 
Plants From St. Louis. 





Chester H. Krum, special counsel for 
the Government in the suit to dissolve 
the Terminal Railroad Association, ar- 
gued in the United States Circuit Court 
Thurstiay that the Terminal Association 
had damaged St. Louis to the extent 
that ‘many manufacturing plants had 
been built in Bast St. Louis, Madison, 
Venice and other towns to the east, which 
would otherwise have been established 
here. He declared that without the 
Terminal there would have been no oc- 
casion for large manodfacturing estab- 
lishments locating in those towns. 

The argu ‘ents in the suit, which was 
filed in November, 1906, are being heard 
before Circuit Judges Sanborn, Van 
Devanter, Hook and Adams. Although 
they are sitting as circuit judges, they 
comprise the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the Eighth District,. and 
an appeal in this case would be taken 
direct to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Krum began Thursday the 
argument designed to. prove the charge 
of violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law of 1890. 

The charge is that the Terminal As- 
sociation is a censolidatien of parallel 
and cempeting railreads deing inter- 
state business, and that it is a monop- 
ely in restraint ef competitien. 

The defense, as set forth in briefs 
heretofore filed by the Terminal’s ceun- 
sel, is that the Terminal Association is 
not a railroad within the meaning of 
the law, and the Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Co. and the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., which it is charged with having 
absorbed to further-its plans as a me- 
nopely, are likewise not legally rail- 
reads. Instead, it is pleaded, they are 
merely terminal and switching»eom- 
panies. ‘ 

Judge Krum, in Sdahing his argument, 
gave in detail the history of the devel« 

‘the city’s terminai facilities, 

W® their relation to the build- 
ing ef the. ids bridge and the Eighth 
street, tunnel in 1874, and of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge in 1889. He dwelt on the 
business formerly dene by the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Co. and by the 

Wiggins Ferry Co., to show that they 
did an interstate railread business, which 
the Terminai Association later absorbed. 

In contending that the Terminal Asso-

any railroad. 

He called attention to the fact that 
St..Louls until recently was not on 
the railroad map, and that St. Louis 
goods were shipped to and from Hast 
St. Louls instead of St. Louis, making 
a& separate haul by the Terminal As- 
sociation necessary. 

In reply to a question by Judge Hook, 
Attorneys Krum and Crow said that in 
the consideration of the case they did 
not object to a consideration of St.

Dr. William R. Faulkner, general 
manager Of police property, wants a 
raise in salary. If his demand is not 
considered exorbitant it will be grant- 
ed by the City Council when the Board 
of Police Commissioners’ estimates of 
expenses for the coming year is sub- 
mitted for approval. 

Dr. Faulkner has been worrying along 
on $3499.92 a year. The Board agrees 
with him that this is not enough and 
it has indorsed his application for a 
raise to $3500. 

If the request is granted Dr. Faulk- 
ner will have 8 cents a year, two-thirNs 


every month than he now has. 

Ife he saves the increase in his salary 
he will have enough to buy a i1-cent 
newspaper every 4 days. It will take 
him seven and one-half months to put 
aside enough out of his raise to buy a 
glass of beer. 

The reason for demanding this in- 
crease of 8 cents a year has not been 
officially stated, but tn anticipation of 
the granting of his request, Dr. Faulk- 
ner has also asked for a secretary, 
whose ‘salary shall be $1500 a year. 

One of the duties of this secretary 
will be to see that Dr. Faulkner does 
not spend his raise of 8 cents a year 
foolishly.

- Become Popular on 500- 
Mile Books. 





PARTY CAN USE THEM 





Schedule Is Unsatisfactory to 
Governor and Attorney- 
General. 





Travel in families and on the club 
plan will be made popular by the in- 
troduction, nine days hence, of the new 
Missouri passenger rates of 214, Me and 
8 cents a mile. 

The new schedule does not meet the 
wishes of Gov. Hadley, whe demanded 
a flat rate of 2% cents, and is still far- 
ther from satisfying Attorney-General 
Major. But neither official has indicat- 
ed that any action will be taken to 
keep it from going into effect Satur- 
day, April 10, the time announced 
Wednesday afternoon by the executive 
officers of the Missouri lines. 

Under the new arrangement, only 
those whe make short and infrequent 
journeys need pay 3 cents a mile. The 
popular rate, the railroads anticipate, 


will be 2% cents, provided in 500-mile 
books, “‘goed for bearer,’’ which means 
that any number of persons beside the 
purchaser may use a single book. 
Books Will Cause Saving. 

If 10 men are going to De Soto, 46 
miles south ef St. Louis, they can buy 
a 600-mile book for $12.50, or $1.25 apiece, 
and have 40 miles of it left, or nearly 
enough to bring one of them back to 
St. Lonis. The cost of the book to each 
will be 18 cents less than the fare at 
the 3-cent rate. 

But when the reduction of 10 per cent 
for round trip is figured in, the saving 
becomes less. This reduction will make 
the rate 2.7 cents a mile, or only .2 of a 
cent more than the book rate. 

The 2%-cent boek, 500 miles for $11.2), 
will be good only for the purchaser, and 
only on the line issuing the book. 

2000 Miles for $0, 

The 2000-mile boek, at 2 cents, will be 
out of the reach of the ordinary occa- 
sional traveler, as it will not be nego- 
tiable, although good on ali roads. 
Travelers desiring to get the benefit of 
this rate will deposit $1 and take re- 
celpts fer fare paid at the 3-cent rate. 
When they have receipts showing 2000 
miles travel, they will get a rebate of a 
cent a mile, or ene-third of what they 
have paid. Q 

In an interview at . Jefferson 
Thursday, Gov. Hadley said: 

This controversy cannot, ef course, 

be settled by proclamations or in- 
terviews. In view of the fact, how- 
ever, that there is such a small mar- 
gin of difference between that which 
the’ railroads are now willing to do 
and that which I think the public 
would regard as a fair adjustment, 
I regret that the railroads have not 
deemed it advisable to avoid contro- 
versy by making the additional con- 
cession. The efforts that have been 
made in behalf of the public have 
not been entirely iu vain. 


Marked Cencession Made. 

The proposition of an interchange- 
able 2000-mile credential book at 2 
cents, a 500-mile mileage book good 
on all the reads at 2% cents in the 
hands of the bearer, and a 00-mile 
book at 24% cents, good on the issu- 
ing road in the hands of the owner, 
is a marked concession from the 
original position of the railroads to 
make a flat 3-cent rate for all traf- 
fic.

of his guardian. The marriage occurred 
last October. 

Taken Frem Bride’s Home, 


of his bride’s parents, Mr. and Mrs, Har! 
Brockett, at midnight Tuesday by 
deputy sheriffs from Sandusky, near 
which place the boy's mother has her 
country heme, and taken to that city 
early Wednesday morning. A few hours 
later the bride also was on her way to 
Sandusky and was in ceurt when the 
proceedings were begun before Judge 
Charles Reed.

He met the gir! with whom he eloped 
while she was a waiting maid in his 
mether's home last summer. When he 
came te Cleveland last fall to enter 
school, the girl left and returned te her 
parents here. Fries called on her, and 
on Oct. 81 they were married. 

Tried to Send Boy to Europe, 

The habeas corpus preceedings and 
the suit for annullment ef the marriage 
are the culmination of many efforts by 
the boy’s mother to separate the young 
couple. Once the boy was lured to New 
York by the story that his mother was 
very sick there, and detectives, presum- 
ably in the empley of Mrs. Chapin, at- 
tempted to get him en board a steamer 
for Burepe.

Doctor Says ‘His Medicine, 
Not Emmanuelism, Saved ' 
Patient’s Life. 








‘Who cured Robert Lorenz? 

The Rev. William Smith says Lorenz 
was cured through the religious 
processes of the Emmanuel movement. 

Dr. R.. N. Abel of 909 North Jefferson 
avenue says he cured .the patient by 
the use of the regular medical ar 
for typhoid pneumonia. 

And Lorenz*says Dr. Abel did it, and 
that only for the physician all the men- 
tal and faith treatment in this world 
would not have kept him from entering 
the next world. 

Dr. Abel, who attended Lorenz at 
his home in South Kirkwood during his 
serious illness last August, was much 
surprised when he read the statement 
regarding the case by the Rev. Mr. 
Smith, whois pastor of Memorial Con- 
gregational Church. 

“I believe I cured Lorenz,” 
Abel to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday. “If the Rev. Mr. Smith 
believes he cured him, I do not wish 
to dispute the question with him. I 
can only say that I attended Lorenz 
during his entire illness, that I never 
saw the Rev. Mr. Smith at the heuse, 
or heard anything about his visits, and 
that I did not relax my effdrts in the 
least on account of any Emmanuel

“This much I am ready to admit— 

that the eondition. of the mind is an 
important factor in wringing about re- 
covery. If, as seems to have been .the 
case, this patient was worried about his 
soul, and if the minister was able to 
calm his fears and reassure him as to 
the future life, then the minister aided 
his recovery. Just how much he aided, 
it is impossible to tell in this er dny 
given case. 
“Mr. Lorenz was very sick, and I did 
not try to conceal this fact from his 
family. For: a time his life was cer- 
tainly in danger, but I did not go SO 
far as to give up hope of his recov- 
ery, though perhaps his family may 
have done so.”’ 

Plain Case of “Docter,” 
Lorenz, when seen at his place of 
employment, the Winkle Terra Cotta 
Works, gave the credit for hig recovery 
wholly to Dr. Abel. 

‘If it hadn’t been for Dr. Abel,”” he 
said, ‘I'd be a dead man. I owe 
a great deal to the Rev. Mr. Smith, for 
it was through his advice that I got 
religion, but I was net a subject of 
any mental or faith cure. It was a 
plain case of doctor that got me well. 

“While I was sick, thinking I probably 
was to die, I got worried about my 
soul, and sent for Mr. Smith, who had 
been my wife’s pastor. He came and I 
got religion. But I held on to Dr. Abel. 

“If I had to give up One or the other, 
it wouldn’t have been the doctor that 
I would have given up.” 

Lérenz is now in robust health. He 
is 34 years old and lives with his wife 
and three children on Electric avenue, 
in South Kirkwood. He became a mem- 
ber of the Kirkwood Presbyterian 
Church after his recovery:

The Admirable Work of Pimazzonl. 

If the admirable Giuseppe Pimazzoni 
were not already so well known to St. 


‘Louis audiences by viftue of his bril- 


liant triumphs of last season, I should 
have named him well at the front in 
my opening comment on last night's of- 
fering. He is a great baritone, and one 
of the exceeding beauties of his voice 
is a certain tenderness, a _ tenderness 
more akin to the tenor organ than to 
the baritone, which makes it infinitely 
appealing in an emotional way. 

With this tonal tenderness, however, 
there is a massive volume, astonishing 
at times, that makes Pimazzoni one of 
the most imposing baritone .figures on 
the operatic stage.

© 9’clock she could see her daughter. 

The mother was there at the appoint- 
ed time and Vanderslice appeared ac- 
cording to promise with the child. The 
tnother and girl were allowed to talk 
together for a few minutes, the hus-

child. with her.

No Unneccessary Force Used. 

From the evidence in his posséssion, 
the Governor has concluded that Chief 
Smith did not use unnecessary force in 
accomplishing the young woman's ar- 
rest. 

“How about the testimony relating to 
Smith’s conduct after he entered the 
Hallen home?" the Governor was asked. 

“That concerns the.propriety of the ar- 
rest and'is probably a matter for the 
consideration of the Police Board,”’ was 
the answer. “I will say that I am 
waiting for further affidavits, in the 
case and am anxious that every fact 
bearing on it be given careful attention. 

“Whether these affidavits will be sent 
I do not know. I assume the Police 
Board’s action was based on evidence 
before me. 

Acted Within the Law. 

» “Chief of Detectives Smith obtained 
an opinion from Assistant City Coun- 
selor Williams ‘upholding his legal right 
to make the arrest. I thought best, how- 
ever, to refer the matter to the At- 
torney-General and it appears his de- 
cision coincides with that rendered by 
the St. Louis law department. These 
opinions show that Chief Smith had full 
authority to arrest Miss Hallen‘in her 
home. 

“But the case is not yet closed and 
may not be for several -days.”’ 

The Governor was asked if hé thought 
the Police Board had “whitewashed” 
the case against Smith before making 
a thorough investigation. 

“The Board’s position was that no 
charges had been filed against Smith 
and the only testimony taken by that 
body, therefore, was that which had 
been voluntarily offered,’’ he answered.

Seeing from the next room the reflec- 
tion of her father’s form as he stood 
before a mirror, a carbolic acid bottle 
held to his lips, Annie Anselmann, 14 
years old, ran into the bedroom of the 
family home at 907 Geyer avenue and 
dashed the bottle from his hand. 

She was too late, for her father, Al- 
bert Anselmann, had swallowed most 
of the contents of the bottle. Ten min- 
utes later he was dead. 

Anselmann took his 12-year-old son, 
George, downtown Wednesday afternoon 
and bought him a suit of clothes. On 
his return he stopped in a drug store 
near his home and bought the acid, 
saying he wanted it as a wash.

TIME-HONORED PRIVILEGE 
OF A WIFE TO SEARCH HER 
HUBBY’S POCKETS IS DENIED 


Court Sustains Objections of Man 
Who Had to Hide His Money, 
Under a Bathtub. 


A wife, according to a ruling by Cir- 
cuit Judge Grimm, has no right to 
search her husband’s pockets for money. 
This was decided in the case of James J. 
Dooley, whose petition for divorce from 
Lillian G Dooley, was answered with 
a cross-bill. 

Dooley testified that Mrs. Dooley rifled 
his pockets and took money. Her attor- 
ney, Pau! Dillon, objecied to such testi- 
meny, decidring it was the privilege of 
a wife to ransack her husband's clothes 
for money if he would not give it to her. 
Judge Grimm overruled the objection, 
stating that she had no right to get 
money that way.

SOLDIERS GUARD PRISONERS 
IN FIRE AT LEAVENWORTH 


Federal Penitentiary Buildings Burn 
With Loss of $65,000 and 
Convicts Leave Cells. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 1.—It 
tcok 1200 United States soldiers to main- 
tain order and to prevent prisoners from 
escaping during a fire which destroyed 
four buildings of the Federal military 
prison here early today. Defective wir- 
ing is believed to have causea the blaze. 
The loss is $65,000 

All the 800 prisoners were marched out 
of their cel] houses when it seemed that 
the whole prison would be destroyed 
and they were held under heavy military 
guard until the fire was under control. 
After some of the cell houses had cooled 
sufficiently they were marched back 
again. 

The blaze was discovered before mid- 
night by a sentry, who fired his pistol. 
‘The fire call was sounded and the en- 
tire garrison at Fort Leavenworth 
turned out. The Thirteenth infantry, 
armed with rifles, was thrown around 
the entire prison. ‘ihe fire, which prob- 
ably started in the prison tailor shop, 
gained rapid headway against the prison 
guard working with buckets. The water 
pressure was too weac« for use of fire 
hose. The Fire Department of Leaven- 
worth joined forces with the soldiers. 

The fire was confined to the central 
row of buildings and consumed the in- 
dustrial departments o: the prison, in- 
cluding the paint shop, the tailor shop, 
carpenter shop and laundry. whe build- 
ings contained many combustibles.

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PASS THE MUNICIPAL COURT BILL. 

The people of St. Louis will not holfi the Leg- 
islature blameless if the Municipal Court bill is 
not turned into law. 

This bill which, in its original form, embodied 
the best legal thought in the country—the Munici- 
pal Court of Chicago being universally praised— 
has been amended to meet the constitutional ob- 
jections of those two scrupulous constitutional 
lawyers, Senator Kinney and ex-Senator Farris. 
And as these were the only objections urged be- 
fore the Judiciary Committee, it is now the plain 
duty of the Legislature to pass it without delay. 

This bill is designed to correct a» wrong which 
has burdened the citizens of St. Louis for a gen- 
eration. In its operation the present. system of 
justice courts is practically a denial of justice to 
the very people who can least afford expensive 
litigation. As a rule, the administration of the 
justices’ courts is loose, slovenly, ignorant and 
often corrupt. The “justice shops” are the breed- 
ing places of petty graft and the man who has not. 
money enough to carry his case to the Circuit 
Court is never sure of intelligent consideration. 
There are capable and honest justices of the 
peace, but the system is bad. 

The real objection, which lurks behind the mask 
of highly refined constitutional conscience, is that 
the Municipal Court bill will dry up a fountain 
of spoils. The bosses need the justices courts “in 
their business.’”’ Are the members of the Legis- 
lature, especially the members of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee willing to go on record, as 
countenancing such an dgbjection? Will they 
stand by a system notoriously bad and detrimen- 
tal to the public welfare, a system which is 
one of the bulwarks of bossism and graft, or will; 
they heed the public voice of St. Louis and give 
the city a well-constructed system of real justice, 
which shall be available for poor as well as rich? 
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Sentimentalists tried hard to prevent the ex- 
ecution of the woman murderer in New York and 
then she ungratefully confessed, saying she had 
committed the crime without any assistance.

Friday night, in the 
Clifton Heights Christian Church, at 
Tamm and Mafmaduke avenues, he will 
talk on “Christ and the Working Man.” 


Home Rule Vepee.

PUTS ECONOMY FIRST 

Government Could Use Busi- 

ness Methods and Figure 
Cost, Says Rail King. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 1—Brown as a berry 
and in rollicking humor, E. H. Harri- 
man and his outing friends dashed into 
Chicago and then dashed out again. He 
was anxious to meet his friend, one A. 
Bull Market, in Wall street. Between 
Cashes Mr. Harriman talked on many 
subjects. He was voluble on all. Here 
are the things he said: 

“If the former national administration 
would have made an adjustment of the 
tariff favorable to the people’s interests 
and provided a good currency law, we 
need mot have had the long list of 
prosecutions, with the accompanying 
Landis decision, and the country would 
now be swimming in prosperity. 

“I do not wish to talk politics'or dis- 
cuss Mr. Roosevelt, but these are truths. 
There should be greater economy in af- 
fairs of government, whether municipal, 
gate or national; tnere should be amend- 
ments to the Sherman law eliminating 
those features antagonistic to corpora- 
tions, but the first thing is economy. 
“How can the Government econo- 
mize?’ inquired an interviewer. 


Business Methods for Government. 
“Why, it could use business méthods 
and figure the costs of government out 
on a cest per mile basis the same as 
railroads do,” replied the rail. king. 
“Business and politics don’t mix. I am 
in favor of an amendment to existing 
laws which will allow. parallel 
competing lines to come under one man- 
agement, with the consent and super- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission or some other legally qualified 
body.”’ 

“Should that supervision apply also 
to the issuance of securities by the rail- 
roads?’ was asked. 

“Well, it is not really a matter of 
concern to the general public how many 
securities are offered, but it is a mat- 
ter of right that they sheuld know how 
the money derived frem these securi- 
ties is expended. Many issues of stock 
for railroad enterprises are criticised. It 
is: said that the roads are over-capital- 
ized, but that is net true. Take the Al- 
ton read, for instance. The financing of 
that road was criticised, yet it is today 
the best railread in the State of Illinois, 
and it has been made 260 per cent bet- 
ter at two-thirds the cest as applied to 
many ether reads. 

“‘Another thing, it is still solvent, more 
so than many lines, State’s attorneys- 
general and inebriate State senators to 
the contrary notwithstanding, and on 
that I am willing to be quoted freely. 
It is because of the fact that larger 
self-sustaining lines can borrow money 
cheaper than weaker ones that I said I 
favored a re-enactment which would 
permit of combinations that would allow 
the strong to help the weak. 

“Oriental trade? There is no such thing 
for us. We are hanging on, but it is 
getting away frem our ships. It is cost- 
ing us nearly $600,000 yearly to operate 
ships on the Pacific Ceast, and the re- 
sults are, well, in fact, the business is 
not worth going after.
